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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
FOR 1941 


To the School Committee: 


I herewith submit my thirtieth annual report, which is the seventy- 
fourth in the series of annual reports by the superintendents, and the 
hundred and second of the printed reports of the School Committees 


of Cambridge. 


There is one urgency upon us now, to give ourselves in every 
waking hour to the national effort for victory; that our people and 
our freedoms may live. This war effort takes precedence before all 
other needs and duties, no less in the schools than in the armed forces 
and factories of our nation. For the schools are the cradles of the 
nation’s morale. The men who are today in our armed forces and fac- 
tories, who must forge our victory, were yesterday in our schools. Had 
they not learned in those schools to love their country, and their free- 
doms, it would now be too late to teach them. Had we failed them 
in their childhood, they would fail us now. We did not fail them. 
In our schools we have accomplished all that we could for the well- 
being of all the children. In so doing, though we did not know it, we 
were preparing for this hour of need. We were making of many 
races, a new one; of many ways of life, a new and better one; of 
many loyalties, one enduring love. One people now, and unconquer- 


able, we move to the common task, to the final victory. 


This is an hour, not for complacency, but for confidence; a time to 
realize at once our nation’s peril, and our nation’s strength. The 
schools of Cambridge are a part of that strength. Teachers and chil- 
dren alike, are cooperating daily, loyally and efficiently, with the 
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national and local agencies for defence and for victory. Twenty-four 
hours a day our high schools are training boys and girls, men and 
women, for war work. The efficiency of that training may be judged 
best by one fact: the government and the war industries have em- 
ployed all of the graduates of these courses; and have asked us only 


for more men and women thus trained. 


These training classes for the war industries are but one expres- 
sion of our will to victory. All of the children in all of the grades are 
in some way contributing to the war effort, and to the national morale. 
They are giving their pennies for defence stamps, their playtime to 
sewing for the Red Cross. They are learning first aid. Even the little 
ones in the kindergarten are making picture-books for the children 
from conquered lands. And there are no better textbooks of national 
morale than such imperfect pages made by little minds and little hands 
that love America. 


Such activities are war effort. They are also education, and good | 
education. For our children in these many tasks are learning to think 
of others, to do for others. They are learning the first lesson of citi- 
zenship; that each must contribute to the general welfare. The chil- 
dren learn by doing; they learn, too, by example. For every one of 
the teachers and masters of Cambridge, in school and out of school, is 
giving what he can of himself and his income, to the national need 


and effort. 


No authority is now able to tell us if or when the enemy will attack 
this community. Necessarily, therefore, we must presume that the 
enemy will attack, and at any time. Your superintendent can now 
report that in any daylight air raid, the children will be in less danger 
in their schools than elsewhere. In each school building the safest 


rooms available have been prepared for emergency occupation; air 
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raid signals have been frequently practised; and programs have been 
prepared and rehearsed to entertain the children during any possible 
period of such emergency. 


There is another danger less dramatic than that of falling bombs, 
but no less real; that is the danger to our children’s minds. There is 
danger that all this war talk and war emotion, inevitable and necessary 
though it be, shape our children’s minds to lasting fears and hates. In 
the Cambridge schools we are aware of this psychological evil, and 
are daily guarding against it by emphasizing, not hate and fear, but 
courage and love. We are teaching our children to distrust no fellow 
being for race or creed, but to judge each by his own acts. He is a 
good American now who loves and serves his country. There is no 


other valid test. 


This struggle against intolerance is a vital contribution to the 
national morale. Here in Cambridge it has long been a vital educa- 
tional activity. For many years now in our Americanization classes, 
we have been welcoming the foreign-born, helping them to citizenship, 
to a full and happy sharing in our way of life. Thousands we have 
thus helped, now on firing lines and production lines, are helping us. 
The quality of this work for Americanization is indicated by the fol- 


lowing testimony. 


In December of 1941, an expert in education of the foreign-born 
for the Department of Justice in Washington, wrote as follows to our 
Cambridge director of Americanization classes: “I believe that the 
great number of groups I had the opportunity to visit, gave me a fair 
appreciation of the valuable work you are doing. I was particularly 
impressed by the way the teachers handled their groups. In all cases 
the teachers seemed to be entirely at ease and free from all inhibiting 
forces. The non-citizens were responsive and alert. I believe that this 
is due to the fact that the teachers were well-trained and understood 


thoroughly their objectives and the ways to proceed to these objec- 
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tives. The classes were all exceptionally good. May I compliment 
you and the teachers on the splendid work that is being done?” 


No less efficiently, under the supervision of the assistant superin- 
tendent, our evening schools are contributing to adult education. To 
all who seek knowledge, the doors of our Cambridge schools stand 
open always, and wide open. That is but practical democracy; for 


freedom from ignorance is the basic freedom. 


There is just one sacrifice that must not be made for victory. We 
must not sacrifice our little ones. We cannot become a strong nation 
through the neglect of children. We must care for them now, for 
their minds and their bodies, not less than before, but with increasing 
efficiency. Forty percent of the nation’s youth drafted for military 
service, were rejected for physical, emotional, or mental defects. We 
dare not, in the face of that fact, decrease our present care for chil- 


dren with physical or mental ills. 


Here in Cambridge, as in all other progressive American school 
systems, with the help of parents, physicians and dentists, we are 
discovering, and when possible removing, those physical and mental 
defects which are the seeds of adult ills and maladjustments. Many 
of these defects remediable in young children, when neglected, grow 
into grave and incurable ills. For instance, and as one example of 
the work that is being done in our Physical Education Department: 
1650 children, have in the past year received special instructions and 
training to correct posture defects. Medical science now recognizes 
that bad posture in children is an open door to ill health, to many and 
serious adult ills. The superintendent wishes that every citizen could 
know of the patient and skilled work that is being done in these cor- 
rective clinics; could see the visual records of little curved spines, 


growing under treatment straight and strong. 
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While our contribution to the war effort is and must be our first 
and daily concern, we to whom the children are entrusted must look 
also to the future. Thoughtful men and women are aware that when 
we have won the war, we must win the peace. We must be prepared 
to endure with patient intelligence and good-will a long and difficult 
period of deep and far-reaching readjustments. The children who are 
now in school must meet the challenge, must carry the burdens of the 
post-war period. How then can we best prepare them for these future 


burdens and conditions as yet but vaguely foreseen? 


Not by new curricula, by new texts and techniques, can we solve 
the problems of the future. We can but teach the lasting truths, the 
basic skills. We can strive to make our children healthy in mind and 
body ; intelligent and strong and happy. If we can do that, inasmuch 
as we do that, we best prepare them for any future, for any world 
to be. 


Yet we must be alert to accept new knowledge, to shape our work 
to new realities. For education is not static. It is never a task com- 
pleted, a thing perfected and finished. A school system, like a living 
tree, puts out new branches until it dies. These new branches are 
signs of life, but not the source of life, not the roots. Thus the new 
branches, the new materials and methods in a school system, are signs 
of growth, of healthy life. But the source of life in a school system, 


its living roots, are not methods nor materials, but its teachers. 


Therefore the most significant fact of this report is this: there are 
no better teachers than our Cambridge teachers. They are trained 
and cultured men and women of good character and good-will; teach- 
ing happily and proudly, knowing their work and their lives are sig- 
nificant and good. Such men and women are in deepest reality our 
community, and our nation’s strength. They, too, are defending 


democracy. They are democracy in action, 
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In closing this report, for the teachers and masters of Cambridge, 
for the assistant superintendent and for himself, the superintendent 
thanks the members of this committee for wise and kind guidance, for 


unselfish devotion to the schools and the children of Cambridge.
